Important Conference In Regard to 


Use of Safety Powders Is 


Held. 


The dispute over the enforced use of 


safety explosives between the miners 
and the operators was probed thor- 
oughly Tuesday at a conference be- 
tween State mine inspectors, United 
Mine .workers officials and officials ot 
the Pittsbui'S Coal Company and oth- 
er operators at. Pittsburg. 


The companies assert the ."flameless" 


powder makes explosions-of mine gas 
almost impossible ,or at least less lia- 
ble; while the miners say that the pow- 
der costs thorn more than that former- 
ly used and that it reduces* their 
wages. 


The State officials explained that the 


use of the., new explosive. was made 
compulsory because it lessened 
the 


probability of mine disasters and that, 
as soon as the miners learned how to 
handle It properly, its cost would be 
reduced.- They said it did.not require 
so much to 'get the same results and 
that It did not break up the coal so 
badly. . These statements wore sub-
